Severat instances having lately been broueht to the notice of Ilis Excellency the 
Governor General, in which Officers of this Departinent havo been charged with want of res 
pect to Commanding Officers, or have otherwise come into collision with the Military Antho. 
ries, His Excellency desires to call the attention both of th: O.licers of the Department and 
ef the local Governmente under which they serve, to the Regulations affecting the relations 
" betweea Officers of the Department and Commanding Officers, and to the necessity for their 
strict obscrvance. 

These relations are indeed of a somewhat delicate kind, requiring tact and good sonse on 
both sides, as must always be the case where two Departments under different suthprity are 


qoustantiy in contact. 


But every Officer of the BHepartment, whether Civil or Military, should _ understand that 
he can do nothing more pernicious to the service than when, by any act of his, he gives just 
cause of offence to an Officer in Military command, He is bound by the Regulations yalluded 
to above, “to comply with the requisitions, and to act in conformity with the wishes of Com- 
manding Officers whenever he can do so without infringing departmental rules, and he i at 
all times to treat Commanding Officers with becoming respect.” 


If he receives orders which do infringe departmental rules, or which, without infringing 
any specific rule, do unquestionably trench on his efficiency for the discharge of his genorat 


duties, he should first try the eflect of personal explanation, which in nine cases out of ten 


would remove difficulty. 


If this fail, he should refer through his departmental superiors to 


the Government under which he serves, whilst carefully abstaining meanwhile from giving 
offence, and above all from wriling disputalive letters to the Military Authorities. 


The local Governments, whilst giving to their Officers, in cases where these have acted in con- 


formity with the rezulations, and with the temperate spirit thus enjoined, that support which in 
auch circumstances justice and policy alike demand, will not fail, His Excellency expocts, te deal 
promptly and efficaciously with Officers who, by the neglect of these orders and admonitions, obstract 
the public service, and bring, so fur as in them hes, a bad name ou the Department to which they 


belong.

TTead Quarters, Camp Jullunder, the lst February

These relations are indeed of a somewhat deli- 
cate kind, requiiing tact and good sense on both 
sides, as must always be the case wheye two De- 
partments under different authority are constantly 
in contact. 

But every Officer of the Department, whether 
Civil or Military, should understand that he oan 
do nothing more pernicious to the service than 
when, by any act of his, he gives just cause of 
offence to an Officer in Military chmmand. Hei 
bound by the Regulations alluded to above, “to 
comply with the, requisitions, an] to act in coty 
formity with the wishes of Commanding Officers

whenever he can do so without infringing depart- 
mental rules, and he is pt all times to treat Com- 
manding Officers with becoming respect.” 


If he receives orders which do infringe depart- 
mental rules, er which, without infringing any 
specific rules, do unquestionably trench on his 
efficiency for the discharge of his general duties, 
he should first try the effect of personal explana 
tion, which in nine cases out of ten would remove 
difficulty. If this fail, he should refer through 
his departmental superiors to the Government 
under which he serves, whilst carefully abstaining 
meanwhile frum giving offence, and adore all from 
writing dispulutive letters to the Miutitary Authori- 
ties.

Nolifications.—Ilis Uxcellency the Right Hon’ble 
the Viceroy and Governor Genera) held a Durbar 
at lahore on the 14th instant, for the reception 
of the Rajah of Kuppoorthulla and the Sirdars 
und Principal Residents of the Punjab. 


The Rajab of Kuppoorthulla, who had been 
previously reccived by His Excellency in Camp, 
at Phugwarra, on the 3lst January, with the 
honors due to his rank, had a private audience 
of His Lxcellency, accompanied by his nearest 
relatives and Principal Officers, and received on 
arrival and departure a Salute of 11 Guns, 

The Rajah of Furreedkote, accompanied dy his 
son, had also a private audience of the Viceroy, 

Aiterwards, the above-mentioned Rajahs, and 
the other Native Chicfs and Gentlemen, together 
with the Principal Civil and Military Officers of 
the Station, having been assembled in general 
Durbar, the Viceroy and Governor General, 
accompanied by His Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief, and by the Honorable the Lieutenant. 
Governor of the Punjab, entered and took his 
seat under a Royal Salute. 


Hach Native Clicf and Gentleman present 
having been introduced to the Viecroy and Govere 
nor General, and the customary tribute and offer- 
ings having been presented and accepted, THis 
Excellency addressed the assembled Chief's in the 
following words

wished to visit your country and to be amongst 
you.

© Jn other parts of India T have received many 
distinguished Chicfs of ancient lineage and large 
influence, who have proved themselves faithful 
feudatories of the Crown, and many of lower 
degree, who have been dutiful subjects tu the midst

“In the name of the Queen I thank you 
for your fidelity and courage and true service. 

“Sinpans,—L have seen with pleasure the 
sions of prosperity with which the Punjab 
abounds; cultivation extended; commerce in- 
creasing ; hife and property secure; tho people 
orderly and contented. 

“ | know that you are not insensible of the value 
of these benefits to your country, and I ain about to 
call upon you to take your part in confirming and 
extending them. It is notin times of war and trou-

Suitable Khilluts were bestowed on all aeeord- 
ing to their rank, and after the concluding cere- 
monies, the Viceroy and Governor General left his 
seat under a Royal Salute. The Rajah of Kuppoor- 
thulla was then conducted from the Tent, and the 
Durbar broken up. 

This day the Viceroy and Governor Gencral, 
accompanied by the Secretary to the Government 
of India, and by the Officers of Ilis Execellency’s 
Personal Staff, paid a return visit to the Rajah of 
Kuppoorthulla at his encampment. 

His Excellency was met by the Rajah himself, 
and by tho relatives and Principal Ministers of [his 
Highness in accordance with established custom, 
and received both on arrival and departure, a Royal 
Salute.

In continuation of former correspondence, 
I am now directed by tho Lieutenant-Governor to 
forward for the perusal of His Exvelloncy the Vicoroy, 
a detailed report ofthe operations against the Wnzeo- 
rees by Brigadier-Gencral Chamberlain.

2. His Hqnor has perused this lueid and succinct 
report with great satisfaction. The success which 
has attended the operations is, in the opinion .of the 


Lieutenant-Governor, remarkable. Indeed the insig. 
nificance of the loss sustained when compared wit 
the resulta, stamps the character of the pete de- 
scribed as unique among Expeditions of the sort. The 
practical and moral results excel those of ang~ former 
Expedition ; 8 wholo tribe has been punished and 
humbled ; three of its ‘Jeaders have fallen; a yop 
quantity of property has ‘been seized, and the whte 
encampment of the enemy has fallen into the hands 
of our Forco. Meantime while this signal leason way 
being conveyed, agency was set on foot to collect 
every sort of information relative to the country and 
ily people, and a Map oxccuted which will be invalu. 
able for any future operations. 


8. Brigadier-Gencral Chamberlain dwells with 
peculiar satisfaction on the friendly attitude of the 
ather tribes. This constitutes, in the opinion of the 
Licutenant-Governor, one of the most noticeable fem 
tures in the affair. It is attrikutable no doubt, as 
stated by the Brigadier-Gencral Commanding, to the 
hearty aid of the Khans of our own Territory who 
accompanied the Force, and in this active sympathy, 
the Licutenant-Governor recognizes the fruits of that 
considcrato treatment which it has been the policy of 
the local Government to maintam. ' 


4. Implicit reliance waa placed on tho word of the 
British Officer by the Chiefs of the tribes through 
whose domains the avenging force had of necessity to 
pass, that if no opposition was attempted, property 
would be respected, and the curious spectacle was ex. 
hibited of the women and children of various tribes, 
watering their flocks and herds in the same poo) with 
the Army which was passing through with the avowed 
object of visiting their guilty neighbours and possible 
relations with signal retribution. 

5. Tho Licutenant-Governor concurs with Briga- 
dicr-General Chamberlain in tho political importance 
attached by him to the exhibition of such manifest 
syinpathy and good-will on the part of the Khana, 
many of whose relations have taken service in Hin- 
dustan. 


6. The excellent services rendered hy Captain 
Jamos, the Commissioner of Peshawur, and Captain 
Henderson, the Deputy Commissioner of Kohat, both 
of whom accompanied the Force, will find mention in 
tho letter from the Scerctary to the local Govern. 
ment forwarding the report of the former Officer. 


7. To Brigadicr-General Chamberlain himeelf, the 
Lieutenant-(tovernor expresses his great obligations, 
The wholo of the arrangements had been left to the 
judgment and eminent experience of the Brigadicr- 
General. ILow completely His Honor was justified 
in reposing such confidence may be gathered by a

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2. As soon as it was determined to employ a Force 
for the ‘coercion of the tribes implicated in the murder 
of the late Captain Mecham, and for other previous acts 

fsion, the necessary measurea were at once 
taken to assemble the required amount of Troops at 
this Station; but as Abbottabad and Dera Ishinacl 
Khan had to furnish Detachments in addition to those 
* gupplied from the nearer Cantonments of Peshawur, 
Murdan and Campbellpore, some little delay was 
unavoidable, 


8. However, on the 15th of December the Force 
marched from this; on the 19th it was at Thull (66 
miles in advance of Kohat) on the loft bank of the 
Koorum River, aud the following morning crossed that 
stream, and encamped near the village of Billund 
Khail, now in the Territory of His Highness the 
Ameer of Cabool. 


4. The Troops in Camp numbered 3,916 of all 
ranka, and for a detail of which I beg to refer the 
Lieutenant-Governor to the Return marked A. To 
this number has to be added 240 Horse, and 1,210 Foot 
Levies furnished by this District for teaporary em- 

oyment with the Expeditionary Force, for the pu- 
pose of keeping up the communications, hol ling posts, 
supplying escorts, &c., so that in round nunbers five 
thousand, three hundred fighting men were employed. 


5. As this number may appear largo compared to 
‘the operations eventually required, I beg to observe 
that when the Expedition was firet determined upon, 
it was impossible to say what numbers mizht be 
opposed to ts; how far it might be neerssary to follow 
the Wuteereer into the heart of their mountains. 
When every additional mile would increase the difli- 
culty of keeping open the communication with the 
rear, or lastly what was the nature of the diffcnitics 
to be overcome, the country ¢here being totally 
unknown to us. 


6. It so happened, however, that the'appeals made 
to the neighbouring tribes by the Cabool Khail for 
asdistance were not responded to, partly T believe froin 
the thtasures taken by Cuptain Henderron, the Deputy 
Commissioner, to keep them aloof, so that this one 
tribe was left to oppose us unaided from without. 


7. The place selected by them to make their stand 
was a high range of hills* 
*Note—Highest point5.0% eglled Maidance; and to 
Wilaud Kha SO aU this place they had previous 
to our crossing the Koortum 
removed all their encampments, including their fami- 
lies, flocks and herds, and prepared for its dcfence by 
storing grain and raising breastworks. Muaidanee is 
about eight miles West of Billund Khail, and its 
general features may he deseribed as two parallel 
ranges contiguous to ereh olLher, terminating at cither 
end ina gorge, and enclosing along narrow valley ; the 
inward slopes of both mountains being tolerably casy 
and covered with grass and bushes, but the outward 
sides or faces rugged and previpitous. The two gorges, 
which are the water channels, are the means of en- 
trance to the vallov ; the one facing the Mast being 
termed Gunivb, and the othes to the South Zukha. 


8. From the information supplied hy Captain 
Henderson, it appearod certair, that the easiest anl 
‘nearcat approach was from the Gunivob side; but there 
were many reasons to make it desirable to see the 
Zukha entrance before settling the plan of attack. 
Accordingly the Force was halted at Billund Khai! 
the are (the 21st Decomber), and iv company 
with other Oiicers, and escorted by a arong Detach- 
tnent of Cavalry, I carried out that intention. We 
found the distance to be about sixteen miles from 
Carp; and from as much as wé could sce of the gorge 
withont going under fire, not to be inviting.

13. Jt was now past noon; and in the absence of 
knowledge of the hills in advance, or the enemy's 
line of retreat, and the Troops jhaving then been six 
hours on fcot, and having still to return eome miles te 
Camp possibly followed the whole way, 1 sounded the 
halt, and oidered the reserve to be employed in setting 
fire to the cneampments and property. In this work 
they were zealously assictcd by bodies of the Foot 
Levies who had* followed in rear; and in the course 
of two hours every thiug was either destroyed or 
carried away. 


14. To have thus to carry destruction, if not des- 
titution, into the homes of some hundreds of 
families, is the great drawback to border wi rfare; 
but with savage tribes to whom there is no right 
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but might, and no law to govern them in their inte - 
course w th the rest of mankind save that whieh ap- 
yeala to their own interests, the only course as regarc's 
aga as well as policy is to make all suffer, and 
thereby for their own interests enlist the great majo- 
rity on the side of peace and safety. 


15 The work of destruction completed, we com- 
menced to retrace our steps towards Camp, which for 
eonvenience had durmg the day been moved to a 
anal] open space on the Guniob ravine, and ahout 
five milos in advance of its former position near Billund 
Khail No attompt was made to molest us during 
our retirement, and we reached our tent at dark, wet 
through, rain having fallen during the latter part of 
the day.

19 Tho rain having cleared during the night, if 
wis determined to follow up the advantage of the 
prenous day; 0 after the Soldiers had cooked an 
cearly meal, and the tents had dried sufficiently, all 
the Infantry (except the Guides) and the two Moun- 
fain Ty anes rcburued to Maidanee; whilst tho Camp 
cseorte L by the Gu'de Infantry, Field Guns and 
Cavalry, changed ground to Shewa, on the Koorum, 
ten nnles beluw Billund Khai. 


20. After passing the smouldering remains of the 
Memny’s encampment y, and on nearing the Zukha 
evit fiom tho valley, Captain Hlonderson obtuned 
information which made it appear probable that by 
eroxsins over the range to our right, and descending 
into a small valley nimed Durnami (which was occu. 
pied by the Hussun Khuil Wuzeers, who had dechined 
toasist the Cabool Khad) we might be able to 
cone up with some of the flocks and herds belonging 
to the latter tribs, as thu, had fled by that route, 
Captain Tfendarson therefore pushed on with sone 
of hig Levies, whilst I followed in support with a 
proportion of the Infantry and Iusua Mountain 
Mrain, the remainder of the Infantry and Mountain 
Guns moving straight to Caup through the Zukha 
gorge, taking in route one of the Cabool Khai 
eneampm-ents which had escaped destruction the 
provious day, but which they had not had leisure to 
Te'NUVO, 


21 Captain Henderzon’s foray proved most sue- 
evasful, and but for night coming on many more 
floc'ts atid herds would have fallen into our hands. 
‘Throuwshout the day no opposition had been attempt. 
ed, the few Wuzeerecs we saw, confinjng themeelyes 
tv flourishing their swords from the summit of the 


hills. 


22, That nicht we all bivouaced in tle vale of 
Durnomi. The next morning we commenced our 
return towards Camp, more flocks and herda falling 
into our hands. Some hiyh ranges which intervenc 
between Durnami and Shewa rendered it necossary 


to make a Jong detour vid the Rittoo or Rittio River, 
nnd it was three in the afternoon before we reachad 
the tents. Rain fell throughout the day aecompanied 
by a cutting wind; but though many of the msn hud 
at last to walk barefooted from their shoes huving 
become worn out by their two days’ march over the 
hills, nothing could have been more cheerful than 
their manner. 


28. Overtures having been reocived from the 
Cabool Khail for permission tu come in to make terms, 
the Foree halted four days at Shewato enable their 
Clucfs to attend. Advantage was taken of thia 
period to place strong escorts at the disposal of the; 
Survey and Engineer Officers to enable them to map, 
the country in the neighbourhood of Camp. 


24. Terms having been arranged’ with ithe Caboot 
Khail, the neat tribe that had to be settled with 
was the ‘Toree Khail Wuzeerees, who border upon the. 
Bunnoo District, as they also hud harboured robbers: 
who harried the Bunnoo border. Their lands lay to 
the South of the Rittoo River, and therefore a place 
0.1 that stream called Speom Wahm, distant about ten 
milcs from Shewa, was the most convenient place to 
move th: Camp to, for cocrciug them. 


25 Before making this move however, it was. 
deemed advisable to surprise a small section of the. 
Cabcol Khail who had separated themselves for the. 
rest of their tribe, and scereted themselves in some 
very stecp hills a few iniles to the South-West of 
our Camp, in the' hones of evading discovery. 
Accordingly some hours before daylight on tha 28th 
a Detacluncnt moved out under the Command of 
Major Rothuey, to beat up this party. The difficulty ‘ 
of the route caused mere dulay than had been anti- 
cipated, and the Wuzcerees becoming aware of the 
moverncnt, had time to get off most of their eattle. 
Some of their tents and property however were yarnt; 
six of their men wore killed or wounded ; and same 
cattle and sheep brought away. On our aide one 
Soldicr was wounded The Detachment returned to 
Camp at dark, having been on fvot alinost the whole 


period of its absence. 


26. Early the next morning (29th) the Troops 
noted in the margin march-

27. Tho Toree Khail having agreed to the terms 
required of them, coergion was not necded ; but we 
halted three days at Speem Wahm to enable the tribes 
to bring in ther hostages. This time was employed 
by the Surveyors in mapping the country, from the 
top of the mountain called Durweshta, a mort extem- 
sive view was obtained, including parts of the Kohat 
and ungoo Districts, and the valley of Dour and 
Khost, advantage was also taken of the opportunity 
for taking a @oser view of Doyr by crossing tha 
high plain called Shera ‘Tulla. 


28. There being nothing more te detain ug at 
Speen Wahm, on the 2nd instant our Camp thoved 
back to the Koorum River to a spot called Kuseera, 
a little below Shewa. Ilere we wors joined by. a ier : 


Taylor, the Commissioner, from Bunnoo, 
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. We had now aecttled with the Wuzeerecs 
located on tho tight bank of the Koorum, but there 
remained the GQungee Khail and Omerzai, and Etee 
or Huttee Khail branches. inhubiting the rugged 
spurs of the Wu)lai and Kafr Kote ranges, on the 
laft bank of the Koorum.

80. During the 8rd instant we had to halt to 
ive the Engineers time to blast a passage through 
a defile, ao av to adunit of laden camels passing. 


Early on the 4th I marched with the Troops 
noted in the margin for

Peshawar Mountain Train 
Oh ow " and Ist and 4th Punjaub In- 
fantry encamved at Kurcera, so as to keep the defile 
jn our rear open. After a march of full twenty imiles 
throush defiles, and up to the bed of a larze ravine 
called Zungurrah we reached the high valley of 
Chuppuree and pitched our tents near the only spring 
of water. Major Taylor had informed the tribes of 
our intention of visiting their country, and called 
upon the Chiefs to mect him there ; but promised 
that life and property would bs respected if no oppo- 
sition was offered with the example of the Cabool 
Khail before them, resistance was considered un- 
advisable; and -fully trusting to our word their 
encampments remained as usual, and ticir women and 
children drove their eattle and flocs to water to the 
pool in front of us.

That 
there was not more opposition may I think be attri. 
buted to two causes, first the strength and efficioney 
of the Force; and eecondly conviction that we merely 
desired to cxact reparation, and nog to bring under 
subjection. In undurtaking and carrying out our 
object in the depth of winter, we have proved an 
ability to act whenever our honor or our ‘interests may 
require us to do so; and this cireuystance will I am 
aure not be without its advantage upon all the tribes 
in this neighbourhood, whether within or without the 
border, we were certainly greatly fuvored aw regards 
weather andan unusually good fall of rain last eum. 
mer caused us to find more grass and forage than might 
alwaya be expected at that season. 


38. The spirit and conduct of the Troops has 
been most excellent; and we have returned without 
the loss of a single follower or animal carried away.

40. Upon the Deputy Commissioner, Captain 
Henderson, has devolved the duty of providing the 
carriage necessary to enable the Foree to move, and 
of Leeping 16 supplied wath provisions.
